And Sunday, March 18, with the 
dedication of Carver Hall, a dorm- 
itory to house men who want to 
live a quiet clean life in order that 
their best efforts may be put forth 
in the service of their, country, was 
dedicated to the ideals of ores 
Washington Carver. 

To’ Wilsie R. ‘Forney, who has 
labored long for the interests of 
men at the Point, goes most of the 
credit for the organization of this 
dormitory plan. Al LeFevre, area 
manager, put forth every effort to 
further Mr. Forney’s idea. Backed 
by John W. Beard, Executive Di- 
rector of the San Francisco Hous- 
ing Authority, Carver Hall is now 
in existence. The dormitory build- 
ing has been completely redecorat- 
ed and furnished and is a plant for 
living and relaxation for the few 
short hours that the men spend 
away from their work. 

At Sunday’s dedication, Mr. For- 
ney was master of ceremonies; 
Lieut. Arthur Long, U.S.N. of the 
Navy Yard, Mr. LeFevre, and Mr. 
Beard assisted him.

The charge at both the nursery 
and extended day care centers is 
$3.50 a week with breakfast and 
$3.00 a, week without breakfast.

EDDIE SILVA, 122 pounds, and 
ROCKY GRAVEL, 123 pounds, both 
of Candlestick Cove started what 
looked like a very close bout, but 
ROCKY got hit on the nose and 
the blood fiowed for the first time. 
This seemed to slow ROCKY up a 
bit, then he got hit.in the right eye 
and Refree NACH RIVERA stopp- 
ed the contest. EDDIE won by a 
T.K.O. in the first round.
